who with his staff was aboard the 
first section. 
The trains were met 


in the N. Y. C. yards by several hun- 
dreds of people who cheered wildly 
when the trains arrived and vren 
they pulled out over the B., R. & P- 
for DuBois. 


Several prominent society women 


had prepared light refreshments for 
the troopers and as soon as 
each 


train arrived, distributed them. Sand- 
witches, boxes of candy, cigarettes 
and cigars were given to the soldiers. 
Ice and ice water were passed around 
much to the delight of the troopers 
who were much 
overheated by the 


long ride in the close cars. 


The regiment is divided into three 


divisions, each division occupying a

lent outbreak by Mexicans agaj.iat the 
American residents, is the subject of 
today's war geography bulletin issued 
in Washington by National Geogra- 
phic society. 
Thi.s town of 3.1.UOO in- 


habitants, which resembles a thriving 
Amencan 
manufacturing 
center, is 


thus described:

"In the midst of one of the most 


fertile aKncuilural districts ut Mexico, 
and enjoying the advantage of rail- 
road connections north south east and 
west, Torreon has enjoyed a ph.-nome 
nal growth during the last 20 yeat-. 


"The city is situated on the south 


western ed^e of the border state o 
Coahuila, only a few miles from thi 
rich mininp state of DuranMo. 
Hen. 


the Mexican Central railway and the 
Mexican International cross. By th 
former it is 519 miles to the Texa. 
border at El Paso, and by the latter 
383 miles to Eagle Pass. Mexico City 
lies 707 miles to the southeast. 
The 


nearest point to the American border 
is due north of Torreon, about 230 
miles in an air line. 
The city of 


Duranp-o is 150 miles to the southwest 
by rail, and Tampico, on the jjulf of 
Mexico, is 550 miles to the southeast. 


'With such exceptional railroad fa- 


cilities and with an enormously rich 
mining district from which to draw, as 
well as a highly productive farming 
section, it is not surprising that Tor- 
reon has grown from an insignificant 
Indian village in 1896 to one of the 
most progressive centers of popula- 
tin in northern Mexico. As recently 
as 1887 the site of the present town 
was the El Coyote ranch. 
The name 


Trreon was taken from a watchtower 
which the ranch owned erected as a 
precautionary 
measure against ma- 


rauding Indians who infected the re- 
gion.

Torreon has 
substantial 


brick and cement business houses, 
electric lights and telephones, several 
big cotton factories, the largest soap 
factory of the southern republic, im- 
portant 
flour 
mills,

smelters which reduce ores sent from 
mines hundreds of miles distant. 


"The cotton factories are supplied 


with raw material from the great La- 
guna district which 
produce;; nine- 


tentha of all the cotton raised in Mex- 
ico. 
The size of the crop depends 


largelv each yeai on the amount of 
rainfall timing the v.-cst season, which 
'begins in June and continues until Oc- 
jtober. 
Dm in;; the fall months, fol- 


! lowing the- lain, the streams of the 
| Laguna district overflow their bank', 
|covering the valleys with water to a 
! depth of several feet. 
After this has 


soaked into the lanj the farmers plow 
the dried crust of soil and leave it un- 
Uil February or March when the cotton 


planted. 
"The less progressive natives, \vho 


are content with a smaller yield do 
not find it necessary to plant their 
crops oftener than every eight or ten 
years for cotton is perennial in this 
region. 
The plant was found in Mex'- 


ico by the Spaniards, Columbus re- 
cognizing it off the mainland of Yuca- 
tan in 1502. The Aztecs and Toltecs 
knew its uses and not only did they 
weave beautiful garments of it but 
they used it in quilted form to make 
breast-plates

Thousands of people of Clearfield 


and neighboring country tendered the 
Sixth 
regiment 
of 
the 
National 
* 
Guards of Pennsylvania a royal re-

-eption when it passed through here 
this morning enroute to the Mexican 
border. The regiment was under the 
command of Col. Thomas W. 
Ellis 


who with his staff was aboard the 
first section. 
The trains were met 


in the N. Y. C. yards by several hun- 
dreds of people who cheered wildly 
when the trains arrived and vren 
they pulled out over the B., R. & P- 
for DuBois. 


Several prominent society women 


had prepared light refreshments for 
the troopers and as soon as 
each 


train arrived, distributed them. Sand- 
witches, boxes of candy, cigarettes 
and cigars were given to the soldiers. 
Ice and ice water were passed around 
much to the delight of the troopers 
who were much 
overheated by the 


long ride in the close cars. 


The regiment is divided into three 


divisions, each division occupying a 
separate 
train consisting of 
ten 


coaches, a mess car, three provision 
cars and a pullman, the officers head- 
quarters. 
The trains arrived at the 


yards at intervals of about one hour 
the first getting here at five thirty 
o'clock, the second at six thirty and 
the last about eight thirty.

Torreon, the scene of a recent vio- 


lent outbreak by Mexicans agaj.iat the 
American residents, is the subject of 
today's war geography bulletin issued 
in Washington by National Geogra- 
phic society. 
Thi.s town of 3.1.UOO in- 


habitants, which resembles a thriving 
Amencan manufacturing 
center, is 


thus described: 


, 
"In the midst of one of the most 


fertile aKncuilural districts ut Mexico, 
and enjoying the advantage of rail- 
road connections north south east and 
west, Torreon has enjoyed a ph.-nome 
nal growth during the last 20 yeat-. 


"The city is situated on the south 


western ed^e of the border state o 
Coahuila, only a few miles from thi 
rich minmp state of DuranMo. 
Hen. 


the Mexican Central railway and the 
Mexican International cross. By th 
former it is 519 miles to the Texa. 
border at El Paso, and by the latter 
383 miles to Eagle Pass. Mexico City 
lies 707 miles to the southeast. 
The 


nearest point to the American border 
is due north of Torreon, about 230 
miles in an air line. 
The city of 


Duranp-o is 150 miles to the southwest 
by rail, and Tampico, on the jjulf of 
Mexico, is 550 miles to the southeast. 


'With such exceptional railroad fa- 


cilities and with an enormously rich 
mining district from which to draw, as 
well as a highly productive farming 
section, it is not surprising that Tor- 
reon has grown from an insignificant 
Indian village in 1896 to one of the 
most progressive centers of popula- 
tin in northern Mexico. As recently 
as 1887 the site of the present town 
was the El Coyote ranch. 
The name 


Trreon was taken from a watchtower 
which the ranch owned erected as a 
precautionary measure against ma- 
rauding Indians who infected the re- 
gion. 


"Today 
Torreon has 
substantial 


brick and cement business houses, 
electric lights and telephones, several 
big cotton factories, the largest soap 
factory of the southern republic, im- 
portant 
flour 
mills, 
and 
gigantic j 


smelters which reduce ores sent from 
mines hundreds of miles distant. 


"The cotton factories are supplied 


with raw material from the great La- 
guna district which 
produce;; nine- 


tentha of all the cotton raised in Mex- 
ico. 
The size of the crop depends 


largelv each yeai on the amount of 
rainfall timing the v.-cst season, which 
'begins in June and continues until Oc- 
jtober. 
Dm in;; the fall months, fol- 


! lowing the- lain, the streams of the 
| Laguna district overflow their bank', 
|covering the valleys with water to a 
! depth of several feet. 
After this has 


soaked into the lanj the farmers plow 
the dried crust of soil and leave it un- 
Uil February or March when the cotton 


planted. 
"The less progressive natives, \vho 


are content with a smaller yield do 
not find it necessary to plant their 
crops oftener than every eight or ten 
years for cotton is perennial in this 
region. 
The plant was found in Mex'- 


ico by the Spaniards, Columbus re- 
cognizing it off the mainland of Yuca- 
tan in 1502. The Aztecs and Toltecs 
knew its uses and not only did they 
weave beautiful garments of it but 
they used it in quilted form to make 
breast-plates 
which 
were 
proof 


against arrows.

trade with the outside world, imporl- 
ng electrical, mining and agricultural 
machinery and exporting gold, silver, 
end and the rubber
